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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that over-writing a previous 
copy of exactly the same request is completely different from replacing an existing task with a newer version of the task becaus the 
definition of version versus copy can be found in any dictionary. The examiner disagrees. Websters dictionary defines a version as a 
form or variant of a type or original. A copy is defined as an imitation, transcript, or repreoduction of an original work. The claim language 
makes no distinction of what a version is defined as. Although conceivable a version can be a modified form of the original, it is not a 
requirement as used in the claims and dictionary definitions. The only requirement is that it is a form of a type or original which can 
therefore be a copy. Interpreting that version automatically means a modified version of the original would be reading such an 
interpretation into the claim language which is improper under 35 U.S.C. 2111. Therefore, the cited prior art of record adequately meets 
the claim limitation as outlined in the rejection. 
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
